DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In light of the decision from the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences 
mailed June 9, 2009 in which the final rejection of claims 1-17 and 19-43 were not 
sustained (claims 1-13, 19-20, 24, 26 and 28-31 were rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Bacon, claims 14, 16, 17, 25, 27 and 32-43 were rejected under 35 
USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bacon, and claims 15 and 21-23 were rejected 
under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Bacon and Berg), pending claims 1-17 and 
19-43 have been allowed.
